We proposed at the commencement oi these 
oumbers, briefly to notice the nature and extent 
of the means which had, and do now exist for the 
exposition of the Scriptures, and the religious in- 
struction of the people ; toinquire whether there 
was any necessity for those extraordinary means. 
and what have been the consequences of them.— 
We have disposed of the first and second parts of 
the subject, and partially of the third. We have 
attempted to demonstrate that the Scriptures were 
plain and intelligible, and their essential obliga- 


‘tions, and requirements extremely simple—that 


the substance of the requirements of the Old Tes- 
tament is to fear God and keep his commandments, 
and that to believe in Jesus Christ and observe his 
precepts, is a fulfilment ofthe New.
